House for him. And it was in a period w’hen 
European governments still believed that the Amer­ 
ican experiment would not last, and all that re­ 
mained for them was to wait until the territory and 
resources of the new democracy fell into their 
hands. 
Far better exemplifying the spirit of George 
Washington was the inaugural address delivered at 
the opening of his second term of office. In it he 
discussed America’s role in the world. Even at that 
early date in the history of the republic. His con­ 
crete language established that he recognized the 
American people could not detach themselves from 
currents affecting the entire world. 
Curiously, it was Thomas Jefferson, much more 
than George Washington who sounded the gloomy 
warnings against “entangling alliances." In the 
same inaugural address Jefferson spok e of a suf- 
ficiency of land in America for all human needs, 
unto the thousandth generation.” Jefferson did 
not k now and could not foresee the amazingly 
rapid expansion of the United States until eight 
generations removed from his time every tillable 
sere of land had been claimed and occupied.

j^ O R E THAN a question of simple justice enters 
Into the issue raised by the proposal to give 
young men, and pr^um ably young women, be­ 
tween the ages of 18 and 21 the right to vote.’ 
The history of the extension of the franchise 
to groups not possessing the voting right at the 
time establishes clearly that the main considera- 
tion was not one of right but of qualifications. And 
qualifications Imply m ature understading of the 
nation's problems. 
Not much can be said frequently against the 
general condemnation that millions of voters mak e

' F THE proposed new Nebrask a rules for practice 
.. and procedure in the courts of this state could 
mak e an articulate, animate pica for themselves 
before the bar, undoubtedly it would be:

A FTER THE legislature of 1939 commissioned 
the Nebrask a Supreme court to revise the rules 
of practice and procedure, one of its successors 
would be showing scant regard and respect for 
the legislative branch of government, indeed, by 
bodily tossing the fruits of three years of hard 
labor out the window. So the opposition tak es the 
form of changes and amendments to rules for prac- 
! tice and procedure, which already have pas.sed 
through the fire of debate and discussion by a 
special committee made up of lawyers repi-esent- 
ing the court, and by the court itself. 
The rules prepared in the first instance by 
this advisory committee were approved by 21 out 
of the 25 lawyers who comprised its membership. 
Only four of the 25 filed minority reports. Only 
one rule in the entire number received objection 
in one of the four minority reports, and it ulti­ 
mately was eliminated by the court itself. Only 
two rules were objected to in the second minority 
report, and the court rejected the objection. Seven­ 
teen out of the entire number inspired objection 
in the third minority report, while the fourth 
seemed to object to the rules in their entirety.

'JiHESE FACTS should be grasped by the layman 
—by the public—for w-hom the new rules of 
practice and procedure were drawn. 
And, there are other facts the public should 
understand. Out^ of the 48 states, 30 within a 
period of eight years have brought their procedure 
to conform to a measure of uniformity in exis­ 
tence generally throughout the United States. The 
purpose back of all of this change in court prac­ 
tice is simple. 
It is to save unnecessary expen.se, and needless 
delay. It is to spare litigants, who find themselves 
In court, costly burdens which are unnecessary. 
That is what the public wants. It desires practice 
and procedure to be simplified so as to speed up 
justice, 
and eliminate 
long, 
protracted 
battles 
which invariably work to the advantage of the 
party who can hang on, and to the disadvantage 
of the party who annot.

j ^ ’OW, IF the rules are bad, they should be 
rejected. If they are sensible, if they represent 
improvement, if they will wipe out the techni- 
caliUes that so frequently bring law and justice 
into unfavorable criticism, and if they will reduce 
court costs for men and women of slender finan­ 
cial resources, then they should be approved. 
The most significant development in more 
than, two-thirds of the states of the union, and 
in the Federal courts, in connection with revision 
of the rules of practice and procedure is that 
whenever a legislative assembly invited its Su­ 
preme court to promulgate rules of practice and 
procedure, either it did not require the court to 
report back to the legislative assembly; or if it 
did it approved the report of its Supreme court 
without change of any k ind.

q^HIS IS important business before the Nebrask a 
legislature of vital public cohcern. The public 
has been clamoring for years for judicial reform, 
and the real source of its criticism is the rules 
for practice and procedure. On the basis of previous 
experience the people of Nebrask a, most of them 
living today, will be dead and in their graves 
before another attem pt is made to revise the 
rules of practice and procedure if the labors of 
three years are tossed into the scrap heap.

^ O T OFTEN does a victorious general find him­ 
self in the strange position of General Mont­ 
gomery of the British Eighth army. He ousted 
Rommel from threatening positions within 
70 
miles of Alexandria in Egypt, and chased the axis 
desert leader 1.400 miles west. And now Mont­ 
gomery has been superseded in the field by his 
superior. General Alexander, of the British mid­ 
dle east command.

WHEN DISTRIBUTION OF 
FAT ON BODY IS IRREGULAR 
Obesity 
is 
considered 
to 
be 
an i-ccumulation of fat evenly dis­ 
tributed over the body. This is a 
purely theoretical definition be­ 
cause in nearly any obesity there 
is a tendency for fat to accumu­ 
late in certain place*. “Middle- 
aged spread" refers to a distri­ 
bution of fat which is con.sentratcd 
between the collar bones and the 
k nee and this is the ordinary form 
of obesity. 
There are, however, rather spe­ 
cial cases of accumulations of fat. 
One is the fat pad on the neck 
which forms a sort of horse collar 
and may leave the rest of the body 
fairly thin. Another is a form 
which occurs mostly in women in 
which the body from the waist 
down is extremely heavy with 
many fat pads and the upper part 
of the body is almost emaciated. 
A peculiarity of sime fat ac­ 
cumulations is that they are very 
painful. This is the disease called 
adipisus dolorosa, which is an ac­ 
cumulation of fat pads on the un­ 
der part of the arms and is so 
named because it means a fat ac­ 
cumulation that is painful. It oc­ 
curs in women at about the time 
of the change of life and the pain 
turns the patient into a nervous 
invalid. It is extremely resistant 
to treatm ent. 
Lipoma 
The commonest form of local­ 
ized accumulation of fat is w hat 
is called lipoma, which means a 
tumor of the fat tissue. These 
are very common and can be found 
as little balls of fat about the size 
of half a lemoh, or larger. They 
seenv to have no relation to the 
general nutrition of the body at 
all. People with these fat pads 
may become completely emaciated 
from a fever or other systemic 
disease and yet the fat in these 
accumulations does not go down 
at all. 
Still another condition is called 
symmetrical 
multiple 
encapsu­ 
lated fat pads. In this condition 
there will be numerous small nod- 


ules of fat w'hich can be felt under 
the sk in. They are called sym 
metrical 
becau.« e, 
for 
instance, 
there will be exactly ten on one 
arm and ten on the other arm. 
The cause of the various ab­ 
normal conditions is entirely un­ 
k nown. Probably they have some­ 
thing to do with the ductless 
glands. 
Of course, this brings up an old 
controversy between those who 
believe that obesity is due to a 
pecularity 
in 
the 
individual's 
physiology, probably based on an 
imbalance of the ductless gland 
secretion, and those who believe 
that it is simply due to eating too 
much and exercising too little. 
Nutritional Mak e-up 
The first group talk abolit an 
“X" factor in a person’s nutri­ 
tional mak e-up which causes the 
person to utilize food so that it 
“turns to fat.” Many fat people 
will tell you that they eat less than 
half of w hat another person does, 
but careful observation shows that 
their fat is earned because they 
eat just about as much as any­ 
body else and they mak e far fewer 
movements and tak e far less ex­ 
ercise. 
There is, however, unquestion­ 
ably and andocrine basis to fat ac­ 
cumulations as can be seen in such 
cases as those of young adolescents 
who are overweight—such as the 
Fat Boy in “Pick wick .” There 
must be one in your neighborhood. 
About 50 per cent of the human 
race after the age of 40 has some 
peculiar distribution of fa t So if 
you are puzzled by one of these 
accumulations, don’t worry, be­ 
cause you belong to the great m a­ 
jority.

‘Y'Mando’ Course At Y.M.C.A. 
To Toughe n F uture Soldiers 


Armed services demands that 
United tSates young manhood be 
physically fit has given rise to a 
new Lincoln Y. M. C. A. program 
of “Y-mando” training, designed 
to put men about to enter the 
service into shape, and to interest 
young boys in physical fitness. 
The course offers to younger 
boys trainir^ in fundamentals of 
strength building, with some con­ 
tact work . 
Lessons in how to fall so as not 
to be hurt, how to protect them ­ 
selves from attack by a larger per­ 
son, rope climbing, swinging, and 
obstacle racing over walls, under 
fences, etc., comprise the work of 
the course. The class Friday after­ 
noon at four o’clock . 
Advanced Training. 
A class for older boys and men 
below 30 or 35 years old offers 
advanced training along the same 
lines. “We limit the work to men 
under a certain age because it is 
pretty heavy work ," Charles Lam ­ 
bert, physical director of the Y. 
M. C., said. 
“Men of that age are usually 
soft because they have not done 
any hard physical training for 
eight or ten years. We train them 
in heavy calisthenics and personal 


contact work —after we get them 
Into shape, of course,” Lambert 
continueil. 
The purpose of the conditioning 
courses is to train the men so that 
they will not suffer so much when 
they go into the armed services. 
The physical contact work Lam­ 
bert described as “a sort of modi­ 
fied wrestling.” 
No “Dirty Fighting.” 
“We do not teach these men 
'dirty fighting,’ Lambert empha­ 
sized. “This course is offered sim­ 
ply because most of 
the 
young 
men have already been tak en into 
the service, and the men left are 
older 
and 
in 
poorer 
physical 
shape. It is, however, a good pre­ 
liminary to commando training."
